With respect to documents D2-D6, the subject-matter of claims 1-36 is to be 
regarded as being novel and based upon an inventive step as said subject-matter is 
not disclosed in documents D2-D6 and, because of the oonsidmble structural 
cSfference between the electroluminescent boron compounds disclosed in D2-D6 and 
those presently-claimed, the presently-claimed compounds and their use are not 
suggested by the prior art.

It is» however, already pointed out that the content of 01 may be taken into account 
in the examination of the patentabtrify of the presently-daimed subject-matter of the 
present application when the appHcation enters the regional phase of the proceecfings 
depending upon the validity of the priority claimed for the present appfication.
